OTTAWA, April 16.—By an order- 
(gsaaaned amending the Military Ser- 
vice act which will be introduced in 
the commons and senate on Thursday | 
as a resolution, the act is tightened up| 
considerably and many exemptions 
now enjoyed by men otherwise liable 
to military service are abolished. 

The government, in a statement 18- 
sued tonight, says that, “owing to the 
critical situation which has with some 
suddenness developed on the western 
front and which is likely to continue 
until the Allied nations have materi- 
ally inereased the strength of their 
forces,” it “has reached the decision 
that it is not only desirable but absvu- 
lutely essential that eubstantial rein- 
forcements be secured for the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Forces without 
delay. 

“In view of the emergency 
arisen it is now recognized that the 
additional men so urgently needod 
cannot be secured within the time re- 
quired through the ordinary operation 
of the Military Service act, or of any 
system of individual selection. The 
government has, therefore, decided 
that the only way in which reinforce~ 
ments can be secured in time and in 
sufficient numbers is by taking au- 
thority to order out for service all men 
of certain defined ages who are phys- 
jeally fit and to abolish all exemptions 
in the case of all men so ordered out.

(By As- 
sociated Press.)—The town of Wytschaete, lying on a crest of 
blood-stained ridge at the north end of the battlefront and Span- 
brockmolen which nestles on the top cf an elevation just southwest, 
were today stormed and occupied by large German forces. Mean- 
while fresh enemy troops were battering hard at the British lines 
west of Bailleul in an attempt to continue their success of last night 
and break through to Hazebruck. 

Grim fighting has been going on since morning, and well itno 
the afternoon there has been no cessation in the inteuse struggle.

“Severe fighting has been occurring today on the front fro 
Meteren to Wytschaete. At dawn the enemy renewed his attacks in

‘Supported by a heavy bombardment his troops approached our 
position under cover of a mist, and after a prolonged struggle gained 
possession of both localities. 

At Meteren the enemy also succeeded during the morning in 
obtaining a footing in the village where the fighting is continuing. 

‘On other parts of the foregoing front the enemy’s attacks were 
repulsed. 

“This morning the enemy also delivered a strong local attavic 
upon our positions opposite Boyelles, south of Arras, and fighting is 
still taking place in this neighborhood.

What Winnipeg Does

List Has Been Prepared 


53,000 Lots Are Now on List Compiled by City As#essor, 
But Many of Those Will be Withdrawn—Methods of 
Advertising Will be Decided by Council. 


There are 53,000 iote in this year’s 
tax sale I!st, the compilation of which 
has just been concluded by the city 


assessor. The list will now be checked 
and initialled by the mayor and then 
handed over to the city treasurer with 
instructions to carry out the sale. 

The list makes up three ponderous 
loose-leaf files. It does not mean that 
all these lots will actually go under 
the hammer, as a great many Will bé@ 
withdrawn before the date of the sale, 
The arreafs will either be paid in a 
number of cases or it may be proved 
that the property is protected under 
the provisions of the Moratortum Act. 

As a matter of fact, only Mopday 
a large amount of arrears on property 
included in the list was paid fn to the 
city, and in consequence the property 
in question will have to be withdrawn. 
Last year 5,047 lots were paid on and 
withdrawn prior to the sale and 5,797 
were exempted under the provisions 
of the Moratorium Act. 

About End of June 

The tax sale this year is expected to 
take place about the end of June. 
Legally it has to take place by July 1, 
and it is anticipated that all will be tn 
order for it to be held during the last 
woeks of June. 


The sale has to be advertised for 
six weeks previous to actually taking 
place, and under the new amendments 
to the charter secured this year the 
advertising may be either in the form 
of printing a list of the lots for sale 
in the newspapers, or a list of lots may 
be published in book form, and those 
interested will have to dpply to the 
city treasurer for the list. 

Method Not Yet Decided 

Tne method Which will be adopted 
jaw not yet been decided and the an- 
swer to the question rests with coun- 
cil. The city treasurer, however, will 
without delay, cali for tenders from 
printers and newspaper owners for 
advertising the list in the two different 
forms. When the tenders have been 
secured they will be placed before the 
city council for their choice. 

sast year 27,661 lots went to the 
sale, and of these, 712 were sold, 
2,616 withdrawn, 13,487 unsold, and 
tho remainder withdrawn either under 
the provisions of the Moratorium Act 
or by reason of the arrears being paid. 

last year ftfie redemption period 
was three years for property sold at 
the tax sale, but this year. under the 
new charter amendments, the redemp- 
tion period has been reduced to 18 
months,

Careers and Misdeeds of Men and Women Who Are Being Want- 
ed—Photographic Reproductions of Signatures Are Also Given. 


Thirty-five wel: groomed people, 
the majority of them be-spatted, and 
all excellently ‘tailored or gowned, in 
short, the sort of folk who lounge 
through the pages of society novels. 
are being sought by the police. They 
are hotel parasites, al] of them, and 
their careers and misdeeds aro set 
forth in a ten-page communication 
received at Edmonton police head- 
quarters Tuesday morning from the 
Hotels Protective aesociation, an in- 
ternational organization of leading 
hoteles formed for the purpose of pro- 
tecting its members from the wiles of 
fashionable dead-beate. - 

These people are rovers, all of them, 
and in order that they may be more 
easily traced, little idiosyncracies of 
speech, manner and dreas, are set 
forth in detail. One man, a@ elim fel- 
low of 26 years, immaculately dressed, 
carries a gold cigarette case, in the 
centre of which is set a Jarge emerald; 
@ woman dead-beat, who has cheated 
hotels in New York, Montreal and 
San Francisco, out of $1,800 in un- 
paid Dillg and bad cheques, is describ- 
ed as “florid and with a love of violet 


sachet with which she perfumes all 
her belongings.” 

One of the strangest characters of 
all is described as a former hotel 
clerk. He travels about the capitale 
of the country accompanied by a 
valet and wherever he goes he stops 
at the best hotels.

FOUND BY BOYS

Boys Tell Police They Were Bur- 
ied by Man Who Came on 
Horseback 


One hundret and elghteen heavy 
rifle cartridges were collected from 
small boys living-in the neighboriood 
of 106th etreet and 72nd avenue by 
a police inepector Tuesday morning. 
The collection followed a complaint 
from E. W. Zurich, 6705 106th street, 
that a quantity of shells had been de- 
posited in the vacant lot at 106th 
street and 72nd avenue by someone 
unknown. 

The boys who had the ehells anf 
who were questioned by the police 
were Ernest Zurich, aged 10, Andrew 
Smith, aged 10, Harry Hutchins, aged 
12, Hyman Nuokles, aged 14, ani 
Joseph Sange, 10645 65th street, aged 
12, Sange claimed that he had also 
found a deposit of shells in the rear 
of his home in addition to those that 
had been discovered in the vacant lot 
at the corner. 

The boys all agreed that the shells 
found in the vacant lot had been 
buried there late o..e evening In March 
by a man who arrived on horseback 
and who rode rapidly away after de- 
positing the package containing the 
shells, The police are mystified by 
the occurrence and plain-clothes men 
are conducting a strenuous search for 
the man on horseback. 

The story of the mysterious horse- 
man was corroborated by each of the 
boys questioned While unobserved 
themselves they had watched his evety 
action, they claimed. He had a heavy 
beard and roug!: clothing and had ap- 
peared to be in a great hurry.

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Industry and Commerce and Provide Headquarters for Societies 
and War Veterans’ Association. 


A new scheme has been evolved as 
an alternative to carrying out the pro- 
ject involved by the application of the 
Great War Veterans’ association for 
the gift of the College Avenue site, in 
order to erect thereon a memorial hall 
for Edmonton soldiers and headquar- 
ters tor the association, 

The latest idea is to utilize the west- 
ern portion of the Rice street Mar- 
ket square, fronting on McDougall 
avenue, and stretching from Rice 
street to Elizabeth street. On this 
site would be erected a kind of ex- 
position building, such as Is in exist- 
ence at Winnipeg, and here would be 
located such organizations as are con- 
nected with the industrial and com- 
mercial development of the city. For 
instance, the Board of Trade would 
have offices at the buliding, with a 
meeting room and dining hall. The 
front of the bullding would be dlyid- 
ed into exhibition stands, to be rented 
to Edmonton manufacturers and 
others who wished to have a definite 
central building where local products 
can be shown to the public. It ig sug- 
gested that the provincial government 
might have a permanent exhibit ut 
the place, together with an office for 
inquiries. Also that the Red Cross 
offices should. be established there and 
bel fa the offices of the government 

oards which are concerned with the 
Welfare of the soldiers. 

For tho G.W.V.A. Use 

The rear of the premises and the 
second storey would be devoted to the 
requirements of the Great War Veter- 
ans’ association, to be used as head- 
quarters and for other purposes that 
they may require. It has been point- 
ed out that, apart from the initial out- 
Jay on any buildings as headquarters 
for the returned men, that the ques- 
tion of the maintenarce of the inati- 
tution was going to be a matter of dif- 
ficulty, and that if the new scheme 
was accepted, this question of main- 
tenance might be overcome by the 
rents secured from the other portion 
of the premises used for commercial 
exhibition purposes. The whole build- 
ing would belong to the soldiers, to 
be held in trust for them by a prop- 
erly constituted authority. In this re- 
spect, it ts contended that the new 
scheme would not only be providing 
for the soldiers, but also be filling a 
commercial need of the city. Whether 
the premises would be of temporary 
or permanent character {s a matter to 
be decided later, but at present they

The initial cost and expense of 
maintenance of buildings, as proposed 
by the G.W.V,. association, to be wor- 
thy of the site and scheme, was also 
discussed, and it was thought that to 
provide such cost would be a treinen- 
dous tax on the soldiers and the com- 
munity, with the prospect that the 
scheme might fall through on account 
of such reasons. Also that, apart 
from the matter of the memorial hall, 
the needs of the returned men had not 
yet been clearly established, owing to 
the continued progress of the war, and 
it was not known what ultimate num- 
ber would have to be provided for. 

In the course of the discussion, Aid. 
Esdale mentioned the proposal of the 
Board of Trade, magted about a 
year ago, to establish cfilces and an 
expostion building in the city, such 
as outlined above, This proposal met 
with a great deal of approval at the 
time, but on account of war-time con- 
aitions, was not carried into effect.

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| The Government 


Of The Army | 


From ‘New Statesman.’ London, Eng: 
Every community is divided into the 
government and the governed. In 
every community the governed regard 
the government with a varying mbas- 
ure and mixture of distrust, envy, and 


dislike. In the community that we 
call the Army the government is the 
General Staff, in ull its ramifications of 
army corps, division, and brigade, and 
its departments of operations, intelll- 
gence, administration, and supply. 

There has been much discussion re- 
which 
Staff officers are drawn, but the opin- 
fon of the regimental officer is that, 
as regards the relations of the staff 
with him and his men, it does not very 
what source its 
members are drawn, as all Staff offi- 
cers are rapidly absorbed into tho 
governing machine and become 
moulded to a certain form and type. 

Outside the Army it is not realized 
to what an extent the small General 
Staff of the old Regular Army has 
developed into a governing machine, 
to what extent administration now 
absorbs its energies and over-shadows 
all its other functions—tho inevitable 
concentration on merely keeping the 
machine running—and to what a de- 
gree the sense of personal responsl- 
bility hag been lost, Inside the Army 
these things are recognized and re- 
sented, with the result that the regi- 
mental officer regards the Staff with 
the usual feelings of the governed for 
the government; not that he would 
not, and does not, enter it whenever 
possible—as a means of escape from 
unpleasant conditions of existence and 
us a step towards greater ease and 
safety, increased remuneration, and 
extended power, It is for this reason, 
and not on the score of ability, that 
he so bitterly resents the Staff, es- 
pecially the higher grades, having been 
kept, to such a large extent, a close 
preserve for a particular class, 

It is perfectiy true to state, as Lord 
Derby and Mr. Macpherson have stat- 
ed, that the commissioned ranks of 
the Territorials and the New Armies 
are now being drawn upon more freely 
for the filling of Staff appointinents 
and regimental commands. No other 


the old Regulars and ex-Regulars had 
already been provided for. It may no 
longer be unusual to find a non-pro- 
fessional soldier in a red hat; it is} 
certainly extremely uncommon to see 
a Regular officer without one. 

Of the three attributes of the mod- 
ern General Staff referred to above— 
its growth into a government, its ab- 
sorption in administrative detail, and 
its lack of personal responsibility 
that which has the greatest influence 
upon the successful conduct of opera- 
tions and, incidentally, that which 
rankles most in the mind of the reg}- 
mental officer, is the last. The battal-| 
who ts} 


jon or battery commander 
‘holding the line’ feels this sense of 
personal responsibility acutely, The 


defense of his particular sector ts the 
thing that is, and must be, always 
foremost in his mind day and night; 
any doubt as to the efficacy of the 
to secure it gets his 
immediate and personal investigation. 
He not only issues orders, but has 
them carried out practically under 
his own cye. He feels that upon his 
personal ability and forethought rests 
the integrity of that sector of the line! 
and the lives of his men, 

It is not contended that Brigadiers 
never do thelr own inspection or 
yveconnaissance, or that they possess 
no drive or initiative. Many of them 
are at pains to have an intimate and 
detailed acquaintance with all that 
or may happen, within the 
limits of their command, Nor is it 
suggested that higher Staff officers 
should themselves see thelr orders 
carried out. But it is the habit of the 
Staff to issue orders, to write memor- 
unda, to send telephone messages—— 
and to take it for granted that every- 
thing will happen ‘according to plan.’ 
In war, as distinct from communiquese, 
very few things happen according to 
plan. The project may haye been 
sound and well conceived, the orders! 
lucid and comprehensive, but—be-| 
cause someone did not feel the per-| 
sonal responsibility sufficiently keenly 
to see for himself (without waiting for 
reports, which may arrivo too late) 
that the machine was working smooth- 
ly and up to time, the plan miscarries, 
And then? If the worst ¢omes to the 
worst, the Staff can always camouflage 
themselves. They ‘issued orders,’ 

It is told of Napoleon at Waterloo 
that he turned to his Chief of Staff and 
questioned him as to the possible rea- 
suns tor Grouchy'’s disastrous non- 
appearance, ‘I sent an aide-de-camp 
with the orders,’ sald Soult, 

‘How many?’ 

‘One.’ 

‘My poor Berthier would have sent 
six,’ replied the Imperor, 

Though with less apparent effect 
upon the actual conduct of cperations, 
this absence of personal responsibility 
reacts even more seriously on the! 
relations between the fighting soldier} 
und the Staff on the administrative 
How many Staff officers realize 
that by, for example, postponing,the 
issue of orders to lower formations 
until after they have had their dinner 
are causing unnecessary fatigue 
und lack of sleep to the officers and 
men who have to carry them out? 
How many of them pause to consider 
the effect of an ill-considered, i!- 
timed, or badly worded order, hastily 


of that order? The 
thing has become a byword, and the 
fighting man ejaculates, ‘Our——Stalt 
again!’ in the same way that he curses 
und accepts rain or mud or other 
natural but unpleasant phenomena. 
It is the attitude of the ordinary citi- 
zen towards his Government, whieh ts 
too remote to sce or suffer from the} 
application of its own ordinances 

it has been stated above that the 
funetions of the Staff 
overshadow all others. In un army of} 
the size and complexity of ours this !s 
to a certain extent, inevitable—though 
not to the extent which Staff officers 
would encourage one to believe. Any 
officer must have heard a member of 
the Staff exclaim, ‘These papers! I 
Can never get away from this office.’ 
But Staff officers are primarily persons 
who sit in offices and write minutes 
and memoranda, Yt is easler to write)

Administration is like a tumor—it 
grows and enlarges itself until it des- 
troys the vitality of the whole body. 
It ig well known that our Staffs are 
larger than the French. {t is also 
generally known—inside the Army— 
that a large proportion of cur Staff 
officers are decidedly underworked 
and, incidentally, that they have not 
the habit of mind that enables them 
to deal with office work expeditiously. 

But they are comfortably situated; 
they are ‘out of it’; they are receiving 
consolidated pay (bivssed phrase.) 
They must therefore simulate in- 
tense activity. So they seek Informa- 
tion and diligently ensue it. At the 
most moderate estimate, at least half 
the returns and correspondence that 
the regimental officer spends so much 
of his time compiling and answering-—— 
for it is always he who has to supply 
the information—and the Staff officer 
the greater part of his in forwarding 
and returning for further particulars, 
is sheer waste. But in addition to this 
work, which he loathes from the bot- 
tom of his soul, the regimental com- 
mander has that acute feeling of per- 
sonal responsibility for the safety of 
the line. He has also to train his 
officers and men. 

Whaut are the remedies for this state 
of affairs? They are three, First, and 
most important, there is the question 
of age. The higher Staff, and especi- 
ally its administrative side, is clogged 
with old men with old minds, They 
may be patriotic persons. They may 
have been good soldiers But the 
State, though it may be able to afford 
to pay them, cannot afford to employ 


them. They merely ‘circulate’; they 
do not act, Secondly, make it a rule 
that, in any failure, one or more 


members of the Staft goa, either al- 
together or back to regimental duty, 
They are the Government; they must 
pay the penalties of Governments. 
Whoever is directly responsible. they 
are indirectly responsible, and their 
responsibility must be made personal. 
There will be no difficulty whatever 
in replacing them, Thirdly, make cor- 


respondence something to be con- 
demned rather than indulged in. Let 
the most frequent minute be: ‘This 


correspondence is quite unnecessary,’ 
or ‘Must now cease,’ instead of ‘Passed 
to you for report,’ or ‘Necessary action, 
please.’

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WHO GOVERNS CANADA? 
Hon. Chas. Murphy in paritainernt 
on March 19 (Hansard report): 


At present Canada is governed 
partiy from London, but mostly from 
Washington, Only a few days ago we 
were called upon to acclaim the open- 
ing of a direct wire from Ottawa to 
Washington. Let none of my friends 
on the opposite side of the house 
grow nervous; for the sake of cabinet 
harmony I will not make any allu- 
sions to the no-truck-or-trade-with- 
the-Yankee-campaign of 1911. What 
1 desire to point out Is that the peopie 
of this country elect thelr pariia- 
mentary representatives on the under- 
Standing that they will be governed 
from Ottawa; that Canadian pub.ie 
business will be transacted by Cana- 
dians in Canada, hence, the duty of 
ministers, particularly at this critical 
period, lies in Ottawa and not in Lon- 
don; and if there be any business in 
London that cannot be transacted by 
letter or cable, surely the high com- 
missioned can attend to it.

GERMAN SHELL 
HITS CRECHE IN 
CITY OF PARIS 


New Born Babe, Mother and 
Nurse Among the 
Killed 


PARIS, France, April 16,—Yester- 
day must have been a proud day for 
Fritz Rausenberger, inventor of the 
long range gun bombarding Paris. A 
shell hit a creche, bursting in the ac- 
couchage ward, where were 20 white 
beds, with 20 young mothers, who had 
recently passed through birth pains. 
Begide them lay their newborn babes. 
Between the beds came and went at- 
tentive nurses clad in white, The shell 
struck without warning, plerced the 
walls and exploded with terrific noise. 

When the smoke dnd dust cleared 
away and relief workers removing the 
debris penetrated the ruins of the 
ereche they found one mother, one 
nurse and one newborn child dead and 
six mothers and their newborn chil- 
dren wounded by shell splinters. 

Another shell burst in a quiet gar- 
den where a group of decrepit old 
men were playing bowls. This shell 
killed two and wounded several. 

From a report distributed in the 
senate the French also possess a 
monster cannon, with a calibre of 164 
millimeters (six and a half Inches), 
In 1892 and 1893 this cannon fired ex- 
perimentally 240 shots, realising an ine 
{tial speed of 1,214 meters, (about 4,- 
000 feet), the highest ever known. 
This gun, firing at an angle of 56 de- 
grees, could send a shell more than 
100 kilometers (60 miles). The gun 
will now be-remodeled. The caliber 
will be transformed to 194 millimeters 
(7.7 inches) and be used in new ex- 
periments.
